• ' It is, however, to be believed Ihal the'fear that [his move- 
ment will be coninued to a dangerous exfenl is baseless.

' wages as prevail in all of the northern states, that some of the 
southern negroes should have recognized I lie opportunity to 
belter their condition, temporarily at ieast, and improved it. 
But that the colored people of the South will ever come lo the 
North in large numbers to make (heir permanent homes [here 
is no reason (o believe. 


There are numerous bases for this view. 
The South is (he 


home of the race which was so long held in bondage, and this 
race has as strong a love for home as any other. The southern 
climate is more congenial lo the colored people than the rigors 
of the North during a considerable part of the year, and the 
labor of these people is needed in (he southland, where, cli- 
matic and ofher conditions considered, they will do far belter 
than (hey ever could in the Norfh.' 


It is said that the chief cause of unresl among (he southern 


negroes is the lack of adequate protection under Ihe law. They 
have had cause for complaint on (his score, but conditions arc 
sleaclily improving. The prejudice growing out of slavery for 
•gener'alions is not lo be wiped out in a moment, but a half 
century has wroughl a vast change and the outlook is brighter j 
today than ever before. The negroes have the benefit of greal 
educational institutions created especially for (hem, and arc 
developing and advancing al a mosl encouraging rale. They 
hfive a legitimate place in the induslri|l life of the Soulh, a 
place that could be filled by no other race. That is the place 
for them, and there they will stay, speaking in Ihe broad sense. 
Individuals may try their fortunes in Ihe North, but Ihe South 
is the'hbme of the colored race in this country, and there it will 
stay'a hd rise .and prosper more and more as (lie years go by.
